REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1) Applicant's remarks filed on 9-17-2009 are persuasive. 

2) Claims 1-2, 4-10, 31-33, 35-45 are considered allowable since when reading 
the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed, 710 F.2d 
1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or 
in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the 
independent claims. 

3) In particular, claim 1 recites "wherein determining the credibility rating of the 
candidate solution with respect to the particular training case is based on inputs that 
exclude the performance measure of the candidate solution operating on the particular 
training case". 

Only to the extent that this feature is not present in the cited prior art are the 
claims 1-2, 4-10, 31-33, 35-45 allowed. 

The closest prior art of Paris teaches the inventive concept of combining 
evolutionary strategy with boosting (See office action of 6-17-2009 pg. 9). However, 
Paris fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of "wherein determining the credibility 
rating of the candidate solution with respect to the particular training case is based on 
inputs that exclude the performance measure of the candidate solution operating on the 
particular training case". 

4) Claim 32 recites similar limitation as claim 1 and therefore are allowable with 
the same reason. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
